MORE MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING 

The Federal Industrial Relations Committee of Congress has 
been taking testimony from various persons, both capitalists or 
employers and employees, and are trying to find a basis between the 
man who pays and the man who earns, that will be responsible and 
satisfactory to both. Charles Francis of New York, president of the 
Printers’ League of America, told of successful collective bargaining 
between the organizations that he represented and labor unions. He 
charged that the great trouble was that the employers and the em- 
ployees did not get together, and therefore very often it was supposed 
by the employees that the employer was making very much more than 
he is, and he urged that there should be more mutual confidence 
between the two sides. 

There is no doubt but that Francis was correct in his position 
and that if there was more confidence there would be less dissatis- 
faction. One of the evils of corperations is that they separate the 
employer too far from the employee, and that personal relations 
that existed in olden days has disappeared. That of course is in- 
evitable. It‘is impossible for any man who is head of a great rail- 
road corporation, or a great enterprise, like the Standard Oil for 
instance, to know all his men, but it is not-impossible for him to take 
an interest in all his men, and where that interest has been shown 
there have been no strikes, no trouble and no ill will. The railroads 
for instance inaugurated the system of pensions. It is true that in 


.

many respects the plan may not have been perfect, but there is no 
question but that the result of their inauguration of the scheme had 
a large influence in the passage of the Employers’ Lia’ iltiy Bills by 
several legislators and notably in the Boynton bill in this state. 

It is true also that if the men understood more of the inside of 
the office there would be less friction. A wise employer should give 
his nen, unsolicited by them, the benefits that arise from a successful 
buginess, and on the other hand if hard times come, and profits dis- 
appear the men will not be unreasonable and demand the impossible. 
The trouble is that when the business is profitable the employer wants 
to keep all the profits and when the hard times comes he wants his 
men to share all the losses. If they are expected to be partners in 
the losses why should they not be in the profits?) Why should the 
employer expect the other fellow to be all ‘‘the goat?’’ If employers 
were to get over that idea there would be very few strikes, and very 
little labor troubles, because the workmen of America are reasonable 
and intelligent. They are as interested as their employers in the 
growth and development of the country, and they are no more 
anxious than he for trouble and anarchy. The Labor Union stands 
for a {air deal. Only that and nothing more. 


LOW INSURANCE RATES 


Porterville, in the San Joaquin Valley, is a town of 2200. popu- 
lation, and there is nothing remarkable about it except that’dt has 
secured the lowest insurance rates of any town in the valley, and that 
it has found the result so satisfactory that it is increasing at some 
considerable expense the fire protection it already has. The rates 
in many of the interior cities urn as high as ninety cents and sixty 
is not uncommon, but in Porterville they are only fifty cents. Th 
proportion to assessed valuation the fire loss in Porterville is the 
lowest, in the state, and that is why it has the lowest rate of in- 
surance. 

When merchants are seeking a new location for business, they 
look,’ if they are wise, both at the prospective business they may 
expect to get, and the cost they will have to meet to run their estab- 
lishment. Among the latter items insurance figures for a very im- 
portant extent, and therefore a vety low rate is an attraction. 

As a rule American cities pay very little attention to prevention 
of fire. We have, it is true, very excellent departments as a rule, 
and the men show plenty of energy and nerve in fighting a fire, but 
a prev entative is better than a cure with a fire as with any other evil 
‘and there is where we are very lax. We allow buildings to stand 
‘thet are veritable fire traps. We allow dangerous debris to accumu- 
‘late in yards and alleys; we pay very little attention to allowing 
veasy aecess to our buildings if they catch fire. Of course the fact 
that lumber is used so extensively as a building material is another 
item not to be overtooked, when comparisons are made between this 
eountry and Europe, yet when all the allowance is made there re- 
mains still the fact that we are not careful enough and our risks are 
too great and consequently our fires too sae aes and our rates too 

high. 

, If all the:‘small towns in the state were to imitate Porterville, 
gat study the question of fire protection, they would enjoy equally 
low rates, because the profits in the insurance business is not in high 

tes and heavy losses, but in low rates and a few or no losses. The 
eompauies would make more money if they had no losses and merely 
nominal rates. Of course that is impossible, but very few losses are 
‘possible and every community should try to reach a point where they 


-. ‘eom be secured. It would be an interesting statement to see if ith, 
gould be shown just how much Porterville makes by the saving in} F 


"yates, and how much that saving has cost, showing therefore the net 
saving. We believe it would surprise even Porterville itself if, the 
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American countries. the same thing is true, but as we noted the other 
day there is not a monument to a Spaniard in all Mexico and the 
hatred of the race seems to be intense. That fact would seem to 
emphasize the statement that there is very little Spanish blood in the 
Mexicans, probably less than in any of the Latin Republics. They 
are largely abroginies, and the civilization is a mere coating, and not 
much of a coating, because it explains much that is uncomprehensible 
to Americans including apparently their president, late the president 
of one of the best universities in the country. The idea that Indians 
can be expected to carry on a government along the ideas and lines 
that the White man, and the American white man at that approves, 
is absurd. His ideas are not those of a Republic, and although there 
were, some nominal republics among the Indians of this country, 
notably the Iroquois Confederation, they were very far from being 
republic as we understand the term. 

Republicanism in this country is the last word in popular govern- 
ment; it is ahead and far in advance of anything the world Ras. seen 
before and is the result of a combination of circumstances which so 
far the world has never been able to duplicate. To expect a people 
not emerged from barbarism to duplicate them therefore is an ab- 
surdity that one would hardly expect an educated an intelligent man 
to entertain. The treatment of the Spaniards is but another evidence 
of the real condition of things south of the Rio Grande. 


It may not be amiss also to call attention to the fact that Spain 


is unable to resent the treatment she is receiving at the hands of the 
Mexicans and they know it. There is another evidnce that weakness 
does not make for peace. The Mexicans would not dare expell all 
the English, or massacre them wholesale even if London were bribed 
with a hundred canal toll bills to shut its eyes to the treatment its 
subjects were receiving. But England is strong and Spain is weak, 
yet Bryan and others of his like would reduce this country to 
» Strength that makes peace, not weakness. 


IT IS EASTER SUNDAY 


: Today is Easter Sunday, the crowning festival of the Christian

In the Latin tongues it is called the festival of the Passover, a very 
much more appropriate name than that of Easter, because, as ex- 
plained in these columns at the begining of Lent, the events of the 
previous week, and the date of the celebration are intimately con- 
nected with the Jewish festival of Passover. 

Acording to the story of the Bible, Christ arose from the dead 
on the second day after his crucifixion or first day of the week, and 
that year it was the 17th day of the month of Nassan in the Jewish 
calendar. It was owing to that event that the Sunday was removed 
from the time between the sunset of Friday and sunset Saturday 
as practiced by the Jews to the first day ofthe week. 


In Europe as in this country, though it varies in date of the |. 


celebration yearly, is looked upon as the beginning of Spring and is 
usually honored by the fair sex with a sumptuous display of new 
hats, or bonnets according to the style of hat gear prescribed for them 
by the edicts of fashion. It is because of this Spring idea that eggs 
are so much in evidence at Easter, the egg suggesting the idea of 
the beginning of life, and the opening of nature after the long sleep 
of Winter, of course in a warm country like this that idea is not 
so much emphasized as it is in Massachusetts or Germany.
